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BARNSTEAD  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Over  the  past  few  years  the  trend  in  activity  and  services  has  risen 
placing  an  enormous  demand  upon  the  employees  of  the  department. 
In  1 992  this  demand  continued  to  rise  exceeding  past  years  activity 
and  services  to  the  community. 

The  department  continued  the  many  safety  and  guidance 
programs  targeting  our  communities  youth.  The  Barnstead  Elementary 
School  and  Barnstead  Police  Department  were  again  cited  for 
exceptional  relationship  by  receiving  of  the  Annual  Gold  Circle 
Partnership  Award.  This  is  the  third  consecutive  annual  award  received 
by  this  partnership  from  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  the  New  Hampshire  Partners  in  Education.  A  very  special  thanks 
to  all  who  make  this  award  possible,  especially  Principal  Barbara 
McKinnon  and  Officer  Charles  Hillsgrove. 

Calls  for  police  services  totalled  4,929  for  1992  as  compared 
with  4,593  for  1991.  A  high  number  of  these  calls  were  animal 
complaints  despite  increased  enforcement  action  by  the  department. 
The  animal  complaint  will  become  a  very  serious  problem  in  the  near 
future. 

An  extremely  deadly  strain  of  rabies  has  now  moved  into  New 
Hampshire  with  several  cases  already  reported.  January  1 ,1 993,  a  law 
was  enacted  and  became  effective,  that  requires  cat  owners  to  have 
their  pets  vaccinated  for  rabies.  This  is  an  effort  to  minimize  the 
transmitting  capability  of  the  disease.  Normally  contracted  by  saliva 
through  a  bite,  a  person  can  become  infected  simply  by  contacting 
infectious  body  fluids  through  a  cut  or  sore.  Do  not  touch  any  wildlife 
and  please  have  your  pets  and  livestock  vaccinated  in  an  effort  to 
prevent  a  tragedy. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  area  police  departments  and  the 
New  Hampshire  State  Police  for  their  support  and  assistance 
throughout  the  year. 

To  the  residents  of  Barnstead,  I  wish  to  extend  a  special  thanks 
for  your  continued  support  and  wish  you  a  safe  and  prosperous  1 993.

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REPORT  OF  OSCAR  FOSS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

1992 

One  of  the  reasons  that  I  enjoy  working  at  the  library  is  all  the 
support  we  receive  in  so  many  positive  ways.  This  year  was  no 
exception  .  We  have  three  people  who  are  volunteering  on  a  regular 
basis  and  helping  out  with  the  inventory.  We  have  also  had  people 
donate  time  and  energies  in  numerous  ways.  One  person  delivers 
videos  from  the  State  to  us  on  a  monthly  basis;  one  person  helped  with 
a  library  program;  one  person  organized  and  ran  a  preschool  crafts 
program.  We  are  so  very  grateful  to  all  of  these  people  because  they 
are  willing  to  help  in  the  big  and  small  ways  that  we  need. 

Of  course  the  biggest  group  of  volunteers  we  have  is  the  Friends 
of  the  Barnstead  Library.  Once  again  this  year,  the  Friends  organized 
and  ran  a  very,  very  successful  Mother's  Day  Tree  Sale,  a  Book  Sale 
in  August  and  a  Thanksgiving  Pie  Sale.  Anyone  can  join  the  Friends 
group  and  we  encourage  all  of  you  to  come  to  one  of  the  quarterly 
meetings  and  see  what  the  group  is  all  about. 

This  library  now  has  a  small  group  of  videos  for  circulation.  We 
receive  1 0  new  videos  each  month  from  the  State  Library  and  circulate 
them  for  a  48  hour  period.  We  are  hoping  that  we  will  receive  some 
donated  videos  to  add  to  our  small  in-house  collection. 

The  Library  once  again  sponsored  "Meet  the  Candidates"  night  in 
March  with  23  candidates  who  were  able  to  join  us  for  the  program. 

We  welcomed  the  Barnstead  Cub  Scouts  with  a  tour  of  the  Library 
and  were  able  to  work  with  the  staff  at  the  Elementary  School  on  the 
planning  of  a  pre-school  story  hour  at  the  School. 

In  April  the  Library  held  an  AIDS  Awareness  program  that  was  both 
informative  and  interesting  and  gave  those  of  us  in  attendance  more 
insight  and  understanding  of  AIDS. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  was  very  successful  again  this  year 
and  our  program  theme  was,  "Discover  -  Read  "92"  which  was  part  of 
the  State-wide  CHILIS  reading  program.  We  geared  our  program  to 
Columbus  and  his  voyage  in  1492  and  "rediscovering  the  world  thru 
reading"  in  1 992.  We  had  26  children  who  successfully  completed  the 
reading  program.  Story  hours  were  very  popular  and  we  again  thank  all 
the  volunteers  for  their  time  during  the  summer  when  they  read  to  the 
children,  or  sang  a  song,  or  created  a  craft. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  have  completed  one  more  course  in  my  Library 
Certification  Program.  This  course  was  titled, "Public  Library 
Administration"  and  served  as  a  wealth  of  information  for  me.  I  am  also 
very  pleased  that  I  was  awarded  a  scholarship  for  this  course  by  the 
New  Hampshire  Library  Trustees  Association. 
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This  year  the  Library  received  a  generous  donation  from  an 
anonymous  patron  which  enabled  us  to  have  the  History  of  Barnstead 
reprinted.  The  History  had  been  out  of  print  for  a  number  of  years  and 
we  had  several  people  who  have  been  anxiously  waiting  for  it.  They 
are  bound  in  a  beautiful  red-linen  hardcover  with  gold  lettering  and  are 
available  for  purchase  at  the  Library.  The  inventory  and  computerization 
of  the  Library  collection  has  been  an  overwhelming  task  and  is  a  very 
slow  process.  We  felt  that  it  was  necessary  to  not  inconvenience  you, 
the  patron,  so  we  have  been  doing  the  inventory  without  actually 
closing  the  library  doors.  This  means  that  the  books  are  constantly 
circulating  and  makes  the  process  slower.  We  have  been  able  to 
address  many  problems  and  will  have  a  wonderful  system  when  all  is 
completed  but  we  have  come  to  realize  that  our  completion  date  is  still 
in  the  future.  It  is  very  exciting  to  realize  that  we  are  one  of  the  first 
small  libraries  to  undertake  this  project  and  when  we  are  finished  we 
will  have  a  system  to  better  help  you,  the  patron  and  also  be  a  more 
efficient  tool  for  the  staff. 

Cheryl  Guilbert  continues  as  Assistant  Librarian  and  has  been  here 
for  over  2  years.  I  have  been  Library  Director  for  8  1 12  years  and  I  look 
forward  to  seeing  each  and  every  one  of  you  at  the  Library!

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BARNSTEAD  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  1992  the  Barnstead  Planning  Board  finally  has  seen  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  major  and  minor  subdivision  applications 
presented  for  consideration.  Although  the  poor  real  estate  market  and 
lower  economic  indicators  have  been  around  for  several  years  it  was 
not  until  the  fall  of  1  992  that  applications  to  the  Board  began  to  reflect 
these  conditions. 

In  1992  one  major  subdivision  was  approved,  one  was 
withdrawn  for  other  reasons,  and  one  is  still  under  consideration  by  the 
Board. 

In  a  reflection  of  the  downturn  in  the  economy,  the  Board 
invoked  the  new  (1992)  provisions  of  RSA  676:4-a  and  recalled  two 
previously  approved  major  subdivisions  when  the  banks  foreclosed  on 
the  properties. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  has  been  looking  at  the  revisions  to 
the  state  statutes  passed  by  the  Legislature  and  at  recent  land-use 
court  cases  --  most  notably  the  "Chester  Case".  As  a  result,  the  1993 
ballot  will  have  nine  questions  pertaining  to  zoning  changes. 

The  Board  has  also  been  working  on  extensive  changes  to  the 
Subdivision  Regulations.  We  have  been  trying  to  modify  them  based 
upon  the  problems  people  encounter  when  dealing  with  us  to  try  to 
make  the  task  as  easy  to  understand  and  implement  as  possible.  The 
public  hearings  and  adoption  vote  will  take  place  in  March  and  April  of 
1993. 

During  the  1992  year  a  dedicated  group  of  Barnstead  citizens, 
with  Gene  Young  as  Chairman,  has  spent  a  great  many  hours  updating 
our  Capital  Improvement  Plan  so  that  their  report  could  be  ready  for  the 
Budget  Committee  to  use  in  their  deliberations  on  the  budget  for  1  993 
presented  elsewhere  in  this  book.  The  Planning  Board  profoundly 
thanks  the  members  of  this  committee  for  their  dedication  and  strong 
efforts  to  help  the  Town  chart  its  financial  course.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Commission  considers  the  past  year  as  a  very  constructive 
one.  For  the  first  time  there  is  another  approach  to  the  Big  River  - 
Suncook  River  system.  After  acquiring  the  Steven's  property,  a  second 
boat  landing  has  benn  added  with  the  first  at  the  Parade.  For  the 
benefit  of  the  citizens  the  entrance  is  between  the  Police  Department 
building  and  the  bridge  on  Rte.  1 26.  A  sign,  thanks  to  Timco  Corp.  and 
Roland  Bunker,  will  be  placed  at  the  entrance  this  coming  Summer. 
This  is  a  major  benefit  for  all  the  citizens  in  Barnstead. 

During  the  past  year  the  Commission  played  host  to  a  team  of 
University  of  N.H.  Students,  under  the  guidance  of  faculty,  studied  the 
Grau  Town  Forest  and  a  management  plan  was  prepared.  Based  on 
their  level  of  achievement,  the  Commission  will  implement  some  of 
their  recommendations  over  the  next  several  years.  Last  year  the 
Commission  retained  a  resident,  Keith  Donovan,  tp  perform  some 
important  work  on  the  Grau  property  which  is  devoted  to  wildlife 
habitat  improvement. 

By  the  time  this  report  is  issued  ,  the  Conservation  Commission 
and  the  L.C.I. P.  program  will  have  culminated  its  work  on  the  Harrison 
property.  This  has  been  a  long  and  arduous  task!  At  Town  Meeting  last 
year  a  majority  voted  to  restore  the  Current  Use  Penalty  tax  to  the 
Conservation  Commission.  Without  these  funds  the  Town  would  not 
have  been  able  to  acquire  this  property.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

1 992  was  below  average  for  wildfires  reported  in  our  state.  Our 
largest  fire  was  in  May  in  Rumney  where  a  suspicious  origin  fire  burned 
approximately  150  acres  with  a  total  cost  of  approximately  $30,000. 
The  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  other 
communities  in  wildland  fire  suppression  as  well. 

Our  fire  lookout  towers  reported  289  fires,  burning  a  total  of 
136  acres.  Our  major  causes  of  fires  were  fires  kindled  without  a 
permit,  unknown  causes  and  children. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  fire 
prevention.  New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27)  requires  that,  "No 
person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire 
or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when 
the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire 
permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is 
to  be  done."  Violation  of  this  statute  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by 
a  fine  of  up  to  $1 ,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

Local  fire  departments  are  responsible  for  suppressing  fires.  The 
small  average  fire  size  of  .47  acre/fire  is  a  tribute  to  early  detection  by 
the  public  or  our  fire  tower  system  and  the  quick  response  of  our 
trained  local  fire  departments.  Please  help  your  Warden  and  fire 
department  by  requesting  and  obtaining  a  fire  permit  before  kindling  an 
open  fire.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
TOWN  HALL  STUDY  COMMISSION 

The  Town  Hall  Study  Committee  was  created  by  a  motion  from  the 
floor  made  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  1992.  The  motion,  "Move 
to  have  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator  of  six  (6)  voters, 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Barnstead,  plus  the  three  (3)  selectman  to 
study  the  Town  Hall  and  come  in  with  a  recommendation  to  the  March 
1  993  meeting."  This  was  and  remained  the  charge  that  the  Committee 
adhered  to  in  its  studies  of  the  Town  Hall  structure.  These  deliberations 
included  the  different  ways  of  how  we  might  best  use  the  structure 
now  as  well  as  viewing  what  will  be  needed  to  serve  the  Town  in  the 
years  ahead. 

During  the  course  of  the  Committee's  studies,  we  became  aware 
of  the  following  conclusions: 

The  Town  Hall  was  used  for  monthly  scheduled  meetings  144 
times  during  the  1992  year  period. 

Aside  from  the  regular  monthly  scheduled  meetings,  the  Town  Hall 
was  used  by  different  groups  for  periodic  meetings  51  times  during  this 
same  period. 

Currently,  the  Town  Hall  building  is  unable  to  accommodate  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  as  well  as  any  meeting  exceeding  70  to  80 
persons  (The  number  of  voters  in  the  last  election  were  1937). 

The  Town  Hall  structure  is  in  immediate  need  of  repairs  and/or 
replacement  of  items  such  as:  the  building  sill  plate;  the  heating 
system;  the  oil  storage  tanks;  exterior  doors;  exterior  windows;  interior 
metal  work;  exterior  clapboards;  and  painting  of  the  interior  and 
exterior. 

The  existing  Town  Hall  site  is  currently  inadequate  in 
accommodating  the  number  of  cars  generated  by  the  people  now  using 
the  structure  and  because  of  the  limited  area  of  the  site,  we  are  unable 
to  provide  any  additional  spaces. 

The  existing  Town  Hall  site  is  inadequate  in  size  to  accommodate 
future  building  expansion. 

The  current  crowding  and  inadequacy  of  a  large  enough  Town 
meeting  space,  such  as  at  the  school,  was  apparent  at  the  last  Town 
Meeting.  With  any  sizable  Town  growth,  there  will  be  no  space  large 
enough  in  town  to  accommodate  all  of  us. 

If  a  new  school  is  built  or  the  existing  modified,  it  is  conceivable 
that  a  room  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  Town  meetings  could  be 
part  of  the  program.  If  no  school  is  built  or  if  the  school  construction 
budget  does  not  permit  such  an  inclusion,  we  will  then  be  forced  to 
proceed  separately. 
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We  anticipate  additional  space  for  the  Town  offices  will  be  needed 
within  the  next  ten  (10)  to  twelve  (12)  years.  Since  no  expansion  of 
the  current  space  is  available  at  the  existing  site,  any  planning  for  the 
future  will  have  to  take  this  into  account. 

Concurrent  with  all  of  the  above,  the  Study  Committee  was 
informed  that  some  of  the  Town's  residents  felt  that  the  Town  Hall 
structure  was  of  historic  significance  and  that  we  should  include  in  our 
studies  the  feasibility  of  preserving  and  restoring  the  structure  to  its 
historic  condition.  We  prepared  a  separate  report  for  that  purpose. 

With  all  of  the  above  considerations,  and  with  additional 
information  gathered  in  our  studies  by  our  subgroups,  the  Committee 
resolved  all  our  findings  down  to  three  (3)  approaches.  These  are  as 
follows: 

1 .  Restore  the  Town  Hall  to  its  historic  condition  with  all  current 
and  future  Town  needs  to  be  satisfied  elsewhere. 

2.  Renovate  the  current  Town  Hall  to  make  it  serviceable  for  the 
next  ten  (10)  to  twelve  (12)  years. 

3.  Begin  planning  now  for  the  type  of  Town  Hall  the  Town  will 
need  in  ten  (10)  to  twelve  (12)  years.  And  starting  in  1994,  set  aside 
a  yearly  capital  funding  for  such  future  construction  so  that  we 
minimize  the  eventual  cost  and  impact  on  the  Town. 

With  regard  to  the  proposed  Item  1 ,  the  restoration  of  the  Town 
Hall  structure  to  its  nearly  historic  condition  would  involve  removing 
the  present  kitchen  from  the  meeting  space  and  relocating  it  elsewhere, 
replacing  the  building  exterior  sill  plates  which  have  rotted,  replacing 
the  building  heating  system  and  oil  storage  tanks,  replacing  exterior 
windows  and  doors  as  well  as  some  of  the  clapboard,  painting  some 
of  the  interior  as  well  as  all  of  the  exterior,  some  repair/replacement  of 
the  tin  paneling,  some  chimney  repair,  some  electrical  updating  to 
satisfy  Code,  and  to  improve  handicapped  accessibility.  The  estimated 
cost  for  such  work  would  be  approximately  $103,000. 

With  regard  to  the  proposed  Item  2,  the  renovation  and  alteration 
of  the  existing  Town  Hall  structure  so  as  to  make  it  serviceable  for  the 
next  ten  (1 0  )  to  twelve  (12)  years  would  involve  excavating  under  the 
existing  structure  and  creating  a  cellar  space  in  place  of  the  existing 
crawl,  build  new  concrete  and  masonry  foundation  walls  with  footings 
around  the  building  perimeter,  replace  the  existing  heating  system  and 
oil  storage  tanks,  replace  all  the  exterior  windows  and  doors,  replace 
some  of  the  exterior  building  clapboard,  paint  the  interior  and  exterior 
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of  the  building,  alter  the  paving,  add  landscaping  and  to  provide  for 
better  handicapped  accessibility.  The  subcommittee's  estimate  for  such 
work  was  $90,000.  (This  estimate  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  no 
structural  or  alteration  to  the  existing  floor  will  be  required  by  the 
excavation  under  the  building  and  the  creating  of  a  new  cellar  space 
under  the  existing  floor.) 

With  regard  to  the  proposed  Item  3,  this  would  involve  the  planning 
for  a  new  Town  Hall  complex  whose  requirements  would  accommodate 
the  Town's  needs  somewhere  between  the  year  2003  and  2005.  Such 
needs  would  include  small  and  large  meeting  rooms  and  an 
administrative  space  for  a  Town's  population  larger  than  today's.  As 
for  the  administrative  space,  we  anticipate  its  needs  to  be  roughly 
double  of  what  exists  today  (7,000  s.f.  vs  3,000  s.f.).  The  rough 
estimate  for  such  a  structure  with  its  parking  is  approximately 
$495,000. 

It  is  the  Town  Hall  Study  Committee's  recommendation,  after 
carefully  reviewing  all  options,  that  the  existing  Town  Hall  be  restored 
in  its  present  configuration  so  as  to  extend  its  useful  life  for  the  next 
ten  (10)  to  fifteen  (15)  years  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $90,000,  and 
that  the  current  Town  Hall  Capital  Reserve  Fund  be  continued  with  the 
annual  amount  appropriated  each  year  increased  to  twenty  thousand 
dollars  ($20,000)  with  the  purpose  of  such  money  raised  to  be  used  for 
constructing  a  new  Town  Hall  and  Administration  Building  in 
approximately  ten  (10)  to  twelve  (12)  years  time.

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STATE  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT

The  1 992  Legislature  acted  on  proposed  bills  totaling  over  900. 
My  committee  of  Municipal  and  County  Government  labored  with  its 
fair  share  of  over  80  in  number.  The  committee  attendance  was  not 
quite  100%,  while  the  house  attendance  scored  84%. 

The  closing  action  of  the  House  centered  on  the  budget  and  a 
new  handle  relating  to  additional  expenditure  to  coincide  with  the  first 
phase  of  the  proposed  budget.  The  terminology  (fast  track  budget, 
foot  notes,  and  supplemental  budget)  was  reconstructed,  and  a  new 
birth  gave  life  to  the  Trailer  Bill.  This  vehicle  addressed  the  primary 
purpose  of  the  former  three  deleted  budget  terms.  The  end  result 
netted  the  same  as  would  have  been  accomplished  originally. 
However,  new  terminology  and  unique  camouflage  catches  the  voting 
body  off  guard  and  the  mission  is  accomplished. 

The  termination  of  the  Legislature  did  not  end  my  duties,  as 
assignment  to  a  study  committee  on  Current  Land  Use  legislation 
carried  my  work  for  a  few  weeks  longer.  Our  work  assignment 
commenced  in  January.  Coupled  with  our  committee  assignments  and 
General  House  Assembly,  we  have  an  assignment  on  the  Belknap 
County  Delegation  requiring  attendance  in  Laconia  to  address  the 
County  budget  and  assignments  to  subcommittees  pertinent  to  final 
acceptance  of  the  County  budget. 

The  legislative  process  is  very  unique,  however,  at  times  rather 
confusing,  frustrating,  and  temper  testing.  In  the  final  analysis  it  is  a 
system  far  superior  to  other  countries,  and  you  all  have  an  opportunity 
to  participate  in  the  process.  I  have  enjoyed  my  assignment  as  your 
representative  as  well  as  the  opportunity  to  be  part  of  the  procedure 
to  keep  the  "Good  Old  Ship"  of  the  Granite  State  on  a  forward  course 
of  good  government  and  representation  to  all.
